GAILLAUX OUTLINES BUDGET 


Demands Tax of J, 500,000,000 Francs to Balance 
French Ledger; Opposition W eakens

PARIS, June 9.—Finance Minister Caillaux today laid the first 
part of his budget plans before the Chamber of Finance Commission 
and will continue throughout the next few days a full explanation of 


what he is seeking to do. 

Today he confined himself to an 
emphatic demand for the passage 
in the 1925 budget of a supplemen- 
tary tax adoption of over 1,500,- 
000,000 francs, which he declares 
essential for a proper balancing of 
the budget which Clementel, Her- 
riot and both chambers and Sen- 


ate commissions declared many 
months ago already balanced. 

Caillaux is master of the aitu- 
ation and the impregnability of his 
position, namely, that the budget 
must be balanced “if a way satis- 
factory to Wall street and London 
city,” today reduced even the stout- 
est of his opponents to silence. As 
one instance of his argument, he 
insists upon reducing the estimated 
yield of the Dawes plan annuity to 
the treasury from  1,250,000,000 
francs to 900,000,000 francs. He 
wishes to do this because of the 
obvious financial trickery in credit- 
ing the whole amount when part 
is being paid in the delivery of 
railroad trucks and other material 
for which under the agreement 
French railroad companies and the 
government are obtaining in pay- 
ments spread out over a period of 
ten years. 


FALSE CREDITS’ BANNED 


Caillaux absolutely refuses to let 
a single penny appear on the 
credit side of the budget unless it 
has actually been paid into the 
treasury. His estimates of the in- 
come tax and other returns are of 
the same conservative, strictly so- 
ber kind. Before the honesty of 
his effort all attempts to camou- 
flage the budget for political pur- 


poses are likely to prove extremely 
difficult, 

Tomorrow or the next day Call- 
laux will begin the explanation of 
the second part of his program 
which is for the creation of 4,000,- 
000,000 francs in new money to 
meet the estimated amount which 
the treasury will have to pay out 
this year in redemption of the 22.- 
000,000,000 francs in bonds which 
fall due. It must be emphasized 
that the creation of this new money 
does not in any way affect the 
HMability of France. 

It will not be inflation for 
budgetary purposes, It will be used 
entirely for the redemption of 
bonds and by just so much as the 
circulation is increased, interest- 
bearing bonds will be withdrawn. 


OPPOSITION WANES 


Almeady criticism of the adop-

“I believe Amundsen is en 
route there, as he has not re- 
turned to Spitsbergen,” said M. 
Jensen today. “Some mishap has 
occurred, doubtless, to the air- 
planes, or in trying to reach the 
pole he used so much petrol that 
he was unable to return to his 
starting plac@ and therefore flew 
as far as possible toward Cape 
Columbia, which is nearer (the 
pole) by a third than Spitzbergen. 


MAY BE SALVATION 

“Depots were laid out by Gott- 
fried Hansen at Cape Columbia, 
Richard und and Fort Conger. 
They will probably be Amundsen’s 
salvation. This is one more proof 
of his foresight. 

“The depots were lald out with 
a view to the Maude expedition 
when he intended going into the 
fee by the new Siberian Islands 
and realized he might be forced to 
return afoot. When the flying ex-

. Jensen believes, however, 
that Spitzbergen is the only spot 
from which an active effort to res- 
cue Amundsen is possible.

The child is not 
the mere creature of the State. 
Keen interest was taken by educators all 
over the country in the case in which cer 
tain religious educational institutions, Chris- 
tian and Jewish, as well as private school 
proprietors, sought to restrain the State of 
Oregon from enforcing the new law. The 
broad contention was that, should States be 
permitted to monopolize the education of 
children up to the grammar grades, the 
next step would be the taking over of edu- 
cation in the higher grades. It was more 
specifically held that the State law under 
which the parochial and private schools 
were incorporated constituted a contract 
which must be respected and could not be 
broken; that under this contract they had 
acquired y rights which could not 
be impaired without violating the Federal 
Constitution and that it was an inherent 
right of parents and guardians to decide 
where their children should be educated, 
subject to the right of the State to require 
them to be sent to a public’school, provided 
they were not adequately educated else-
